The  Commo-cial  Energy  Audit  Program  is 
sponsored  by  the  Montana  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  and  Conservation,  En- 
ergy Division,  h  is  being  offered  to  business 
that  are  members  of  the  Downtown  Asso- 
ciations in  six  Montana  Communities.  The 
Energy  Division  will  provide  a  walk- through 
energy  audit  of  your  business  to  determine 
how  you  can  make  your  building  more 
energy  efficient. 


WHEN  WILL  THE  AUDITS 
TAKE  PLACE? 

The  audits  will  take  place  in  November, 
February,  and  March.  Please  indicate  on  the 
request  form  the  best  month  for  your  audit. 
Follow-up  visits  including  a  meeting  with 
other  association  members  and  the  local 
media  will  occur  after  all  audits  arc  com- 
pleted in  each  community. 

WHO  IS  ELIGIBLE  TO 
RECEIVE  AN  AUDIT? 

Any  business  that  is  a  inember  of  the  Down- 
town Association  and  owns  its  own  building 
or  has  a  long-term  lease  and  pays  its  own 
utility  bills.  Preference  will  be  given  toretail 
businesses  but  other  businesses  arc  wel- 
come to  apply. 


HOW  WILL  THE 
PROGRAM  WORK? 

An  engineer  and/orenergy  staff  person  fh)m 
the  energy  division  will  conduct  a  walk- 
through audit  of  your  building  to  make  sug- 
gestions on  low-cost-no-cost  improvements 
you  can  make  to  your  building.  If  you  need 
assistance  beyond  the  scope  of  a  walk- 
through audit  we  have  contracted  with  a 
professional  engineer  who  can  make  addi- 
tional suggestions  to  improve  the  efficiency 
and  comfort  of  your  building.  DNRC  will 
work  with  you  to  obtain  funding  for  energy 
improvements  to  your  building. 

HOW  MUCH  WILL  AN 
AUDIT  COST? 

The  walk-through  audits  and  the  services  of 
the  professional  engineer  are  free.
